“Mr. Frank Oliver, editor of the 
Edmonton Bulletin, M.-P. tor Edmon- 
ton, like Mr. Walter Scott, M. P. for 
Regina, is a journalist. He was born 
in Pee] country, Ontarie, in 1853. Ear- 
ly in life fie decided to become a prin- 
ter, and his first work was in the 
composing room of the 
‘Glebe. He was thus

with Mr. George EBrown, 
and his broad liberalism is no doubt 
due in no small measure to 
great editor’s influence. 
Canada bad then just been .confed- 
erated The vast West was being 
opened up. Gigantic railway projects 
were on foot to anite the Atlantic 
to the Pacific amd he determined to 
make the West is home. He went 
to Winnipeg in 1373 and ‘resided there 
for three years. At this time it was 
expected that the C.P.R. wouid cross 
the Rockies by way, cf the Jasper 
Pass and would thus traverse the E@- 
monton «district..Battleford was to, be 
the capital and the railway centre of 
the Middle West. Put Mr. Oliver had 
ereater faith im Edmonton and in 
1876, purchasing a freighting outfit. 
he set out far that region. Bdmonton 
at that time was a mere village con- 
trolled by the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
It consisted of their fort with the us- 
val stores and workshops and the 
scattered houses of a few settlers In 
the following winter Mr. Oliver 
“hoofed it back” to Winnipeg by dog 
train.

Winnipeg in summer and disposing of 
his goods: during the winter months. 
In this conneetian it: is worthy of 
note that Mr. Oliwer erected the first 
building for businegs purposes on th« 
present site) of Bdmonton, outside of 
the Hudson’ Bay company’s fort. His 
trading operations continued 
1876 to 1884, 

“In these early days a mail reached 
Edmonton only once in three weeks. 
In the fal) of 1879 the Government 
telegraphic line was extended io Ed- 
monton and the people were brought 
in daily touch with the outside world 
Arrangements were made io send 
news bulletin over the wire. Being a 
printer, and having to journey ta 
Winnipeg each year; Mr. Oliver saw 
golden opportunity. He decided to 
establish ¢ newspaper se that the 
news bulletia might be given in 
printed form. Mr. Alex. Taylor. the 
telegraph operator, now clerk of the 
court and postmaster at Edmonton. 
was associated with him in his enter. 
prise. 

“The founding of the Edmonton 
Bulletin is a romance of new Spaper 
dom, and early copies cre now rare 
and valaable. 

“Mr. Oliver brought with him from 
Winnipeg a supply of paper— the 
sheeta a little larger itham’a sheet of 
notepaper—a toy press and a pair of 
cases of nonpareil type: but he for- 
sot to bring type for a heeding, and 
Mr. Taylor carved with a jack-knife, 
from a phece of dry birch, the words 
‘The Pulletim,” and sa the paper was 
launched under this name, which was 
afterwards changed when the proper 
type was secured to “The Fé@morton 
Bulletin.” 

“This diminutive paper at first hav- 
ing but two columns to the page, on 
account of Mr. ‘Olewet’s basiness en 
gagements was published bot for six 
months in the year. The subecriptio: 
was $2 and the proprietor takes de- 
ligbt im telling that his was the be«t 
paid up subscription list in Canada.

R. the 
people of the West expected Winnipeg 
would be another Chicago and Ed- 
menton a St. Paul. There was a wild 
rush across the plains and a boom 
was on. The paper was enlarged to 
three columns to the page to meet 
the desire of the increased population 
for news, On the strength of “this 
boom Alex. Dunlop, Mr. Oliver’s bro- 
ther-in-law (Mr. OClHver married Miss 
Harrict Dunlop . of (Brairie Grove, 
Man... in 1881). became a partner in 
the ‘“Balletin.” In the summer of 
1883 a2 Gordon press, with a better 
printing outfit, was purchased and a 
p2per with four colamns to the page 
was published. 

“"Suidealy it was decided to change 
the route of the €.P.R. to the Kick- 
ing Horse Pass. The boom collapsed 
and the country was in a state of fin- 
ancial panic. Mr. Dunlop severed 
his connection with the “Bulletin,” 
but Mr. Oliver was ngt without hope. 
He cave up his trading business and 
devoted all his energies to his paper. 

‘In 1883 Mr. Otiver was elected to 
the council of the North West Terri- 
itorics and has the honor of being the 
first member clected to ‘that souneil. 
In 1885 he was defeated by Dr. Wal- 
son, of Edmonton. He sat continu- 
ously from 1888 to 1896 im the Legis- 
lative Assembly, which succeeded the 
council with wider powers. In 1896 
he stood as an independent Liberal 
for Edmonton for the Commons and 
defeated his Conservative opponent, 
Mr. Thomas Cochrane. He was re- 
elected in 1900 and 1904. 

“No man has done more for ‘the 
West than Frank Oliver. In 1983 he 
drafted a complete school law for the 
Territories. His bill was not passed, 
but was embodied, with little change, 
in the bill introduced by Judge Rea- 
teaun in 1884 and was, consequently, 
the basis of the law at present im 
force. - 

“He fikewise drew up the original 
of the election law. This law was ad 
opted to the peculiar circumstances of 
the West and is in many ways the 
best election law in Canada. It pra- 
ctically dees away with the possibility 
of perjury on the part of voters and 
minimises the errors that arise 
through*ignoranece-in marking bal- 
lots. 

“It is a fitting thing - that 
the new provinces are being formed 
Mr. Oliver, who established the first 
newspaper in Edmonton built its first 
private business establishment, gave 
the Territories their school law amd 
election law, should represent in the 
Commons the most tmportant com 
iInunity between Winnipeg and ithe 
Rockies. 

“In 1896 his newspaper business, on 
account of his enforced absence from 
Edmonton, was formed inte 2 joint 
stock company. 

“He however continued to guide its 
destinies and shape its policy, even 
while in Ottawa and his terse sum- 
ming up of the political situation has 
added greatly to its influence. From 
the beginning of the “Bulletin’s” ex- 
istence the crisp, pointed paragraphs, 
dealing with the events of world m- 
terest and of local importance, made 
It one of the best journals in Canada. 

“Mr. Oliver is one of the ablest 
members of the present Parliament. 
His rugged common-sense, his restless 
energy. his straight-forwardness have 
won for him the confidence of the 
Government and the respect of the 
Opposition.

Should the prospectors dis 
cover oil im paying quaatittes, and 
satisfactorily establish such uiscovery 
an area not exceeding 640 acres, in- 
cluding the’oll well and such other 
land as may be determined, will te 
sold to the discoverer at the rate of 
$1.00 an acre subject to royalty at 
such rate’as may be specified by or- 
der-in-council.
